DECLARATORY RESOLUTION AMENDING URBAN 
RENEWAL PLAN FOR HANNA- CREIGHTON 
PROJECT I, IND. R-51 

WHEREAS, the Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission duly adopted 
an Urban Renewal Plan for a certain blighted area of the City of 
Fort , Wayne, Indiana under the provisions set forth in Chapter 17 6 
of the Acts of 1953 of the General Assembly of the State of Indiana 
and all acts amendatory and supplemental thereof, known as the 
"Hanna-Creighton Urban Renewal Plan, Project I 7 Ind. R-51" by 
Declaratory Resolution adopted by said Commission on October 19, 

1964; and 

WHEREAS, said "Hanna-Creighton Urban Renewal Plan, Project I, 
Ind. R-51" was duly approved by written order of the Fort Wayne 
City Plan Commission on October 19, 1964, and by ordinance of the 
Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, on October 27, 

1964; and 

WHEREAS, notice was given by the Fort Wayne Redevelopment 
Commission, in the form and manner prescribed by law, in two daily 
newspapers of general circulation printed and published in the English 
language in the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, on November 28, 1964, 
and December 5, 1964, to the effect that a public hearing would be 
held on December 17, 1964, at 7:30 P.M. in the Common Council Chambers 
of the City of Fort Wayne, at which time remonstrances and objections 
of persons interested in or affected by said proceedings pertaining 
to the proposed "Hanna-Creighton Urban Renewal Plan, Project I, 

Ind. R-51" and after considering same, that said Fort Wayne Redevelop- 
ment Commission would take final action on said Declaratory Resolu- 
tion; and 

WHEREAS, at the time and place of said public hearing, said 
proposed "Hanna-Creighton Urban Renewal Plan, Project I, Ind. R-51 , 
as set forth in said Declaratory Resolution, was found to be of 
public utility and benefit, and said Declaratory Resolution was 
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confirmed and such final action duly recorded in the records of 
said Commission; and 

WHEREAS, no appeal was taken by any aggrieved person from 

such final action of the Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission with— 

in ten (10) days to the Allen Circuit Court or to the Superior 

Court of Allen County, Indiana; and 

WHEREAS, said "Hanna-Creighton Urban Renewal Plan, Project I, 

Ind. R-51", was duly recorded in the Office of the Recorder of • 

Allen County, Indiana, on February 1, 1966, in Miscellaneous Record 

284 at Pages 235-44, and which Plan is by this reference incorporated 

herein as if same had been fully set out herein verbatim; and 

WHEREAS, the Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission has ever 

since said time purchased and has endeavored to recevelop all of 

the real estate located within the project area described in said 

"Hanna-Creighton Urban Renewal Plan, Project I, Ind. R-51" with 

the exception of the following real estate located within said 

project and also within Fort Wayne, Allen County, Indiana, the same 

being more particularly described as follows: 

Commencing at the intersection of the west line of Bowser 
Avenue and the north line of Creighton Avenue; thence 
east along the north line of Creighton Avenue to the 
intersection of the west line of Holton Avenue; thence 
north along the west line of Holton Avenue to ’the south 
line of the first east-west alley north of Creighton 
Avenue (said alley having been vacated since the 
"Hanna-Creighton Urban Renewal Plan, Project I, Ind. 

R-51" was recorded on February 1, 1966, in the Office 
of the Recorder of Allen County, Indiana) ; thence west 
along the south line of said alley to the west line of 
Bowser Avenue; thence South to the place of beginning. 

hereinafter referred to as "Excluded Real Estate"; 

WHEREAS, since said "Hanna-Creighton Urban Renewal Plan, 

Project I, Ind. R-51" was begun, the Fort Wayne Redevelopment 

Commission has found that the real estate described herein as 

"Excluded Real Estate" is not needed to carry out said "Hanna- 

Creighton Urban Renewal Plan, Project I, Ind. R-51 and that it 
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would be of public utility and benefit to eliminate from said 
"Hanna-Creighton Urban Renewal Plan, Project I, Ind . R-51", the 
"Excluded Real Estate" described herein; and 

WHEREAS, the Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission has not 
purchased or acquired any interest in the "Excluded Real Estate"; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Fort Wayne Redevelop- 
ment Commission pursuant to Chapter 176 of the Acts of 1953 of the 
General Assembly of the State of Indiana and all acts amendatory 
and supplementary thereto and pursuant to Section F of the "Hanna- 
Creighton Urban Renewal Plan, Project I, Ind. R-51", which is 
recorded in Miscellaneous Book 284, Pages 235-44, in the Office of 
the Recorder of Allen County, Indiana, that the following-described 
real estate located within the "Hanna-Creighton Urban Renewal 
Plan, Project I, Ind. R-51" and also within the City of Fort Wayne, 
Allen County, Indiana, and more particularly described as follows: 

Commencing at the intersection of the west line of Bowser 
Avenue and the north line of Creighton Avenue; thence 
east along the north line of Creighton Avenue to the 
intersection of the west line of Holton Avenue; thence 
north along the west line of Holton Avenue to the south 
line of the first east-west alley north of Creighton 
Avenue (said alley having been vacated since the 
"Hanna-Creighton Urban Renewal Plan, Project I, Ind. 

R-51" was recorded on February 1, 1966, in the Office 
of the Recorder of Allen County, Indiana); thence west 
along the south line of said alley to the west line of 
Bowser Avenue; thence South to the place of beginning.

R-51" shall be deemed amended to 
have no applicability whatsoever to the "Excluded Real Estate" 
described herein; 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Fort Wayne Redevelopment 
Commission feels that it is of public utility and benefit to amend
